NORDIC RACE DISAPPEARING. 


A shifting of peoples has been 


going on In Europe for generations, 
and since medieval times the lower 
clif^a and rac«s have expanded 
at the expense of the upper classes, 
so that many countries which for- 
merly had largo Nordic popula- 
tions, such as Spain and Italy and 
the provinces of the old Austrian 
empire, are almost stripped of their 
Nordic blood. 
France, which all 


through medieval times down to 
within a century ago was very 
Nordic, has reached a point where 
the Nordic population has shrunk 
to a hopeless minority in the na- 
tion. 
Germany is feeling the re- 


placement of Nordic by Alpine 
blood very severely, and many of 
her foremost thinkers regard her 
as almost lost to the Nordic race. 
The great French anthropologist, 
De Lapouge, stated In conversation 
with the writer that Germany of 
today is not nearly so Nordic as 
France was at the tlmo of the re- 
ligious wars.
